ance of the Massachusetts State 
Recovery Board. 

“At this time,” Withington said, 
‘dt ia pertinent to point out that 
the display of the Blue Eagle, the 
words “Blue Eagle,’ and the insiz- 
nia is the property of the United 
States government and should not 
be used in unauthorized ways or 
for private’ purposes. 


“Persons using the insignia

ments are subject to prosecution 
under M usetts statutes, en- 
ey aside from any Federal ac- 
tion.” 

He said that deliberate cases of 
non - compliance will be reported 
for summary action. This state- 
ment was made after he had ex- 
plained the .various agreements 
under the NRA. Referring to the 
President’s.Reemployment Agree- 
ment ,he said:*

“If not handled by that organ- 
ization, the National Recovery Act 
‘provides that the district courts of 
the United States in each district 
are invested with jurisdiction to 
prevent and restrain violations of 
these Codes of Fair Competition 
in proceedings instituted by the 
United States District Attorneys 
under the direction of the Attor- 
ney General.’ 

He then lained that because 
of the impossibility of adopting 
codes for all industries within the 
limited time available, the Presi- 
dent, for effectuating the pollciry 
of ‘the Act, prescribed a blanket 
code, which is called the Presi- 
dent’s Reemployment Agreement. 
This is signed in lieu of a code. 

In the third place, he added, be- 
cause of the impossibility of hav- 
ing a general agreement covering 
every trade, industry or organiza- 
tion, the President provided that, 
pending the adoption of a perma- 
nent code, trades or industries 
might submit a temporary code. 
Also, in order to take care of 
cases of peculiar circumstances, 
where great or unavoidable hard- 
ship might result, provision was 
made for exception. 

Withington then explained the 
membership of local compliance 
boards. ‘These boards,” he said, 
“have nothing to do with com- 
plaint under permanent. codes, 
other than to see that they are 
forwarded to Washington. They 
handle all complaints against per- 
sons who are not complying with 
‘the President’s Re-employmcnt 
Agreement. In addition to the 
consideration of these complaints, 
these boards will pass upon the 
petitions of persons who are ask- 
ing for exceptions from the Pres- 
ident’s Agreement because of un- 
avoidable hardship. 

“Any person wishing to make a 
complaint for non-compliance with 
the President’s Re-employment 
Agreement should obtain a form 
from the local Compliance. Board 
and see that it is properly filled 
out and filed with the board 

“It is the duty of the Com- 
pliance Boards to _ investigate 
every legitimate complaint.' The 
board or its representative will 
first make every effort to induce 
compliance by conference and con- 
’eiliation. If an underatanding can- 
not be reached by this method, the 
employer will be given an oppor- 
tunity to state his case before the 
board. If the employer does not 
avail himself of the opportanity to 
appear before the board, he will 
not be forced to appear but his re. 
fusal to answer questions neceés- 
sary to determine whether or not 
he is complying, will be considered 
contrary to ‘the spirit of the 
Agreement and will be noted by 
the board in making its report te 
the N. R. A.

ted to the legislature next elected, 
and upon receiving not less than 
the one-fourth membership ap- 
proval it then goes on the ballot 
for direct consideration by the 
voters of the state.

The traditions of the Wiener 
Saengerknaben, sometimes known 
as the Singing Boys of Vienna, 
are deep and rich. Six years aft- 
er the discovery of America, in 
1498, the monarch Maximilian 
decreed that a daily mass must 
‘be sung by a chorus of boys, and 
ordered that the Court Orchestra 
train and tutor such a body. 
This institution has continued 


generation after generation, 
growing from eight boys to 
eighty, many of them chosen 


from poor families for their ex- 
ceptional talent. The boys have 
always occupied the ancient im- 
perial palace, where they pursued 
academic and musical studies and 
were maintained by the state. 

During July and August of 
each year the entire body of boy 
singers migrate to a mountain re- 
sort in the Tyrol with their spir- 
itual guide and director, where a 
magnificent Alpine home, the 
Saengerknaben Hotel, has been 
erected for them. Here they en- 
joy sports and fresh air, prepar- 
ing their bodies for the rigors of 
what often is a strenuous winter. 

Their concertizing tours take 
them to most of the European 
capitals where they are always 
hailed by the musically elite. Es- 
pecially festive occasions for the 
boys are Sundays and_ high 
church holidays when they sing 
with the entire ensemble of the 
Vienna State Opera and the Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra. 

The repertoire of the Saenger- 
knaben includes the operas ‘‘Han- 
rel and Gretel’ by Humperdinck, 
“The Apothecary’ by Haydn, 
“Bastien and Bastienne”’ by Mo- 
zart and ‘Wedding by Lantern- 
light” by Offenbach, many church 
and national choral works, as well 
ag arias and songs. 

Eligibility to membership in 
the Saengerknaben is subject to 
strict standards. Applicants muat 
not only show marked vocal and 
musical abilities, but must mani- 
fest high qualities of character. 
At a recent election when only 
three places in the choir were va- 
cant, more than six hundred boys 
clamored for admittance. When 
the time comes, as it alwayn does 
for a boy’s voice to change, he is 
transferred from the choir to 
other musical activities, but his 
maintenance is secure for three 
years thereafter. 

In all of the operas they per- 
form, they appear in full cos- 
tume and play all of the adult 
and feminine roles.

Government Speeds 
Home-Building 

A recent announcement from 
Washington is that Presidential 
pressure has been applied to ex- 
pedite plans for reopening banks, 
liberalizing credit and to make 
possible the building of low-cost 
homes. re 

Here is the prelude to a reviv- 
al of major .dimangions in the 
construction industry. For three 
or four years- there has been a 
virtual lack of residential build- 
ing. Accompanying it has been an 
abnormally high rate of deprecia- 
tion on existing homes, due to 
poor maintenance.,And the result 
is that the nation is short many 
thousands ofshomes. 

The person who waits a few 
months or a year before building 
and repairjng, is going to be con- 
fronted by ‘a tremendous advance 
in costs. He’s going to pay many 
dollars for what a few ‘dollars will 
buy now. That is, fame of every 
phase of building—from the pur- 
chase of the land the house is to 
stand on, to the finishing of its 
walls. It is true, of eyen minor re- 
pairs and additions — new roofs 
and steps, repainting, moderniz- 
ing and repairing heating plants, 
renovizing electric wiring, and 
everything else. 

The ‘‘buy now” movement that 
is underway as present is very 
different from sporadic move- 
ments of the past which adopted 
the same slogan. This one is 
based on fact, not fancy—on the 
knowledge that recovery is act- 
ually underway, that residential 
construction is a tremendous in- 
fluence in speeding it up, and 
that the era of bankrupt prices 
is definitely waning. Every citizen 
who can should “get in at. the 
bottom”—-and the opportunity 
won't be present much longer.

A Country Editor 


(The New York Times) 


Do young newspaper men of 
the big cities have day dreams, as 
their predecessors had, of buying 
a weekly in some “thriving” but 
still reasonably idyllic town, ac- 
cumulating merit there and 
money in the bank and combin- 
ing, by some magical process, a 
close attention to business with 
something of the leisure and 
leasure of a country gentleman? 

he “outside” product of your 
printing plant would in itself be 
enough to give you a comfortable 
living. How fares it with our bu- 
colic brethren, once thought so 
fortunate, in the days of dark- 
ness? Mr. Bruce Crawford, ed- 
itor of a Virginian weekly, writes 
with appreciative humor in The 
New Republic of “A Country Ed- 
itor.’ 

Merchants soon to break adver- 
tise more than usual. If the ed- 
itor or some member of the staff 
can get around to the store quick 
enough, he can ‘trade out’ the 
advertising bill. Mr. Crawford is 
an accomplished “literary gent.” 
Possibly some discount should be 
made for his imagination. He has 
known the joys of barter, he 
writes. He advertised to the farm- 
ers to bring in their stuff for sub- 
scriptions: 

“Forget the cash—let’s swap!” 
The results have been gratify- 
ing—turkeys, chickens, apples, 
potatoes, sorghum. One man, who

Not the paid circulation. One 
copy passes from hand to hand, 
just as in the days of sixpenny 
papers a copy of The London 
Times, starting from the Hall, 
went through the parish, after 
suffering the ravages of beery 
fingers at the inn. As to editorial 
policy, Mr. Crawford is frank. 
The country editor has to cry for 
economy on the part of town and 
county officers and at the same 
time to try “chisel legal notices 
and job printing out of them.” 
Well, “everybody” is bawling for 
public economy and special favors 
to himself. The rural editor-pub- 
lisher, “if he must ‘“scrooge to 
survive, is no exception to “the 
general run of pigs at the public 
“teat.” 

Yet the editor with “any gen- 
uine social sensitivity never cap- 
itulates.” If he has had to say 


something inconsistent with his 
previous opinions, he makes 
amends by a daring. editorial. 


From communism or chaos to the 
“constructive” rural editor’s mot- 
to, “Boost, don’t knock,” is no 
small jump. “I myself blow up 
quite frequently,” but small-town 
public opinion has grown more 
tolerant. Only an attack on “cap- 
italism” is the unpardonable sin. 


Unfortunate Savoy 
(The Boston Herald) 


Savoy appears to be a victim 
rather than a culprit in the eco- 
nomic melee. The total valuation 
of taxable property in the little 
Berkshire town with its popula- 
tion of 307 is only $206,000. 
Every time the town spends $206, 
therefore, a dollar goes into the 
tax rate. Last year the town re- 
ceived $2800 from the gasoline 
tax money distributed by the 
state. This year the town geta 
nothing from that source. That 
alone would account for a differ- 
ence of almost $14 in the tax 
rate. The town does not appear to 
have been spending money reck- 
lesaly for the new rate of $62 is 
a flat increase of $18 over that 
of last year. The situation results 
from the operation of an act, 
passed in the small hours of the 
night that ended the last seasion 
of the General Court, under 
which, instead of distributing $6,- 
000,000 to the cities and towns 
from the gasoline tax as in 19392, 
the state took $8,000,000 to re- 
duce the state tax, and nothing 
waz distributed to the municipali- 
ties.

Books For October 


This week marking as it does 
our first November issue, a few 
brief reviews of the outstanding 
‘books for the past month should 
not be amiss. October literature 


has proved particularly lucrative 
in biography of pre-eminence. 
Foremost in this field is James 
Weldon Johnson’s autobiography, 
“Along This Way” (Viking, 
$3.50). Perhaps the one Negro 
who can convincingly be termed 
a man of letters, this sartorially 
erfect gentleman has had a life 
both rich and. varied, thoughtful 
and active. Through his services 
as barrister, musical camposer, 
American consul at Nicaragua 
and Venezuela, Secretary of the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, 
and Professor of Creative Litera- 
ture at Fisk University he has ex- 
erted a profound influence on the 
life of Black America. And so 
carefully and critically does he 
write of it that already this book 
has been mentioned for a Pulitz- 
er Prize award. 

The appearance of “The War 
Memoirs of David Lloyd George” 
(Little, B., $4) comes as a is- 
tinct contribution to the history 
of that stirring period in world 
affairs. A reading of the book 
conveys the lesson that “stupidity 
in high places is a crime” and 
gives one an unwarped picture of 
the war by the only leader on 
either side that saw it in its en- 


tirety. 

A beautiful arid honest study 
of youth in the post war period 
is given us in “Testament of 
Youth” (MacMillan, $2.50) by 
Vera Brittain: A straightforward 
autobiography, _ this eautifully 
written story will wrench at the 
heartstrings of the most frigid. 

Space permits only a _ casual 
mention of such other notable 
contributions to this field of lit- 
erature as Violet Clifton’s story 
of her husband, “The Book of 
Talbot’? (Harcourt B., $38.50) 
which Christopher Morely charac- 
terizes simply as “a very queer 
book;’’ Floyd Dell’s literary his- 
tory, “Home Coming” (Farrar 
and R., $3) in which he gives his 


psychological appraisal of “the 
one human being that I know 
best;” “My Battle’ (Houghton 


M., $3), Adolf Hitler’s own story, 
translated and abridged in such a 
manner as to present the best pic- 
ture for America; and “The Two 
Franklins” (Little, B., $3.50), a 
study by Bernard Fay of the part 
layed by Benjamin nklin and 
fis grandson, Benjamin Franklin 
Bache, in the founding of Amer- 
ican Democracy. 

Of the large amount of recent- 
ly published poetry, three works 
undisputedly attain the first rank. 
Edwin Arlington Robineon, thrice 
winner of the Pulitzer Prize for 


poetry, has brought forward 
“Talifer”’ (MacMillan, $1.75), a 
| psychological drama in_ bilan 


verse. The plot is the eternal tri- 
angle, but here plot is subordinat- 
ed to form and character deline- 
ation. The essence of the poem 


seems to be Yankee common 
sense. 

For those who prefer light 
verre and pleasant jinkles, ‘‘Hap- 


ji 
py Days” (Simon antl 8., $2) by 
Ogden Nash, should prove de- 
lightful. Rhythmic indeed are 


such lines as:—‘Spring is what 


Winter, Always gazinta,” or 
“Children aren’? happy with 
nothing to ignore, And _ that’s 


what parents were created for.” 

Quite different are the narra- 
tive poems of Robinson Jeffers 
found in “Give Your Heart to 
the Hawks, And Other Poems” 
(Random House, $2.50). The first 
is the tale of a man who must 
pass judgment on himself for the 
murder of his brother. Being cast 
off from the human -world 
must give his heart to the hawks 
and after going from violence to 
violence kills himaelf to escape 
from his insanity.
